at the features of the dead queen. In 
ilfeath it was lorelicr than in. tie clos- 
ir~ days or lift*. 
Not a trace ot the 


ravages of disease \vas risible. 
The 


servants having retired. Queen Alex 
aadriu, the princesses and the children 
were recalled, and with lingering steps 
and .stifled sobs they gassed slowly bo- 
fore the white-robed and peaceful fig- 
ure. At the foot, never moving, stood 
the kjng, and when the mois?nin§ 
crowd had passed there remained only- 
the son siul grandson of tho dead. Em- 
peror Williruii -wept evea more bitterly 
than the royal ladies. Finally he also 
retired, ant! tho, king was le.Ct alone. 
Sir James He-id, beckoning to tlie serv- 
ants, who were holding tlie coffin lid. 
asked the king's instructions. For a 
few seconds the king siood speechless, 
stricken with emotion at. the last rare- 
well. Then he said quietly, "Close it, 
finally. It must not be opened again." 


Thus the remains of England's 


greatest ruler were .forever closed from 
human view. Reverently the 
coffin 


was borne into the dining room. 
Of-. 


fleers and men from .Jhe royal yachts 
took their stand around the coffin, over 
which tljfl king, queea and kaia&r-sea-

by imaa fires in Australia, according co 
advices by tihe steamship Aorangl, lias 
been appalling. Many people are drop- 
ping dead from heat, the thermometer 
running np to 115 and 120 ia the shade. 
Hundreds o£tfamilies have been burned 
<wt. Many marvelous rescues were 
made. One man in a farmer's wagon 
drove 169 persons from the fire circle 
and sure death, three nalles to a river, 
where they ali.remaincd immersed with 
their mouti&s and noses abo-ve water 
only, until the fire passed over them. 
Many miles of grain have been de- 
stroy c3 and great droves of sheep aad 
cattle.

Vancouver, Jin. 28.— A terrible hur-
